Festival  Medical  Lectures. — A  series  of 
ctures  on  medicine  in  Britain  organised

Wjmpole  Street,  London,  headquarters, 
by  Lord  Athlone  on  June  4.  The  lectures 
will  cover  twenty-seven  branches  of  medi- 
cine, and  are  open  to  all  workers  in  medi- 
cine and  kindred  sciences. 

Key  Industry  Duty  Exemptions.  —  A 

new  Order  (S.I.,  1951,  No.  946)  has  been 
made  exempting  the  following  articles 
from  Key  Industry  Duty  for  the  period 
June  4  to  August  1 9 :  Ammonium  bro- 
mide; dichlorodiphenyltrichloroethane ;  di- 
ethylaminoethyl  alcohol ;  4  : 6-dinitro-o- 
cresol  (OH=i)  (a  nitrocresol) ;  lithium 
chloride;  ^-nitroaniline ;  2-nitrodiphenyl- 
amine;  ^-toluenesulphonamide ;  and  tri- 
ethanolamine. 

Staff  Bonus  Increased. — Mr.  Ian  Fer- 
gusson  (chairman  and  managing  director  of 
Evans  Medical  Supplies,  Ltd.)  announced 
during  his  annual  address  to  the  staff  on 
June  1  that,  as  a  result  of  increased  sales 
and  output  during  1950,  an  increased  staff 
bonus  is  being  paid  to  employees  this  year. 
Long  service  awards  were  made  to  seven- 
teen employees,  with  a  combined  service 
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°f  565  years,  bringing  the  total  of  such 
awards  made  during  the  past  eight  years 
to  335- 

Drugs  from  Hospital  Stores.  —  The 

Minister  of  Health  has  issued  a  memoran- 
dum to  hospital  boards  on  the  practice  of 
allowing  members  of  staffs  to  purchase 
goods  from  hospital  stores.  In  an  emer- 
gency, it  states,  drugs  and  surgical  requi- 
sites required  by  doctors  may  be  supplied, 
but  they  must  be  paid  for  at  replacement 
cost.  Drugs,  etc.,  may  also  be  provided 
from  dispensaries  when  prescribed  by 
members  of  the  medical  staff.  With  cer- 
tain other  exceptions,  goods  of  any  des- 
cription, either  free  or  on  payment,  may 
not  be  supplied  to  hospital  staffs,  whether 
lay  or  professional. 

Association  of  Scientific  Workers. — The 

thirty-fourth  annual  council  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Scientific  Workers  was  held  in 
London  on  May  26  and  27;  113  branches 
were  represented.  Mr.  N.  J.  Van  Abbe, 
Ph.C,  attended  for  the  London  Pharma- 
cists' branch.  The  council  endorsed  a  re- 
port calling  for  the  ending  of  compulsory 
arbitration,  the  Conditions  of  Employment 
and  National  Arbitration  Order,  1940; 
stressed  the  need  for  greatly  increased 
trade-union  recruitment  as  the  essential 
prerequisite  for  new  successes  in  negotia- 
tions ;  and  adopted  a  resolution  expressing 
concern  at  the  decline  in  real  salaries  of 
scientific  and  technical  staffs.  It  called  for 
energetic  action  to  secure  all-round  in- 
creases of  the  order  of  20  per  cent,  on 
present  salaries. 

Price-maintenance  Deputation. — A  de- 
putation representing  the  Fair  Prices 
Defence  Committee  was  received  by  Sir 
Hartley  Shawcross  at  the  Board  of  Trade 
on  May  29,  when  a  private  and  confiden- 
tial discussion  took  '  place.  The  visit  was 
the  outcome  of  a  letter  sent  to  the  Minister 
on  May  1 1  by  the  chairman  of  the  Fair 
Prices  Defence  Committee  (Mr.  H.  E. 
Chapman)  who  suggested  that,  as  Sir  Hart- 
ley had  now  become  responsible  for  dealing 
with  the  subject,  he  might  like  to  make 
personal  contact  with  the  representatives 
of  the  organisations  primarily  concerned 
before  deciding  on  the  final  draft  of  the 
White  Paper  setting  out  the  Government's 
proposals  on  Resale  Price  Maintenance. 
The  deputation  consisted  of  Mr.  H.  E.

Mr.  Williams 
lid  that  he  had  conducted  experiments 
n  the  preparation  and  found  it  was  im- 
ossible  to  prepare  according  to  the  Bri- 
ish  Pharmaceutical  Codex  monograph  so 
hat  it  remained  within  the  specified  limits 
f  ammonia  content.  Either  the  quantities 
n  the  monograph  should  be  amended  or 
he  limits  of  standardisation  altered.  He 
lso  drew  the  members  attention  to  the 
act  that  quininae  sulphas,  B.P.,  1948,  con- 
ained  only  two  molecules  of  water, 
igainst  seven  and  a  half  molecules  of 
yater  in  the  B.P.,  1932.  During  the  dis- 
cission, Mr.  P.  G.  Howes  reported  on 
ome  experiments  that  he  had  carried  out 
n  conjunction  with  Mr.  Williams  to  ascer- 
ain  the  effects  of  storage  on  liquor 
juininae  ammoniatus.  They  found  that  the 
>nly  satisfactory  bottle  closure  for  the  pre- 
>aration  was  a  rubber  bung.

Edgware  Joint  Meeting.  —  At  a  joint 
meeting  of  the  Hendon  and  Edgware 
Branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
recently,  Mr.  H.  Timmington,  B.Pharm., 
Ph.C.  (W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  gave  an 
address  entitled  "  Microbiology  :  the  Last 
Fifteen  Years."  Mr.  Timmington  described 
some  work  he  had  done  on  the  bacterici- 
dal effect  of  some  of  the  chlorocresols.  The 
work  involved  the  making  of  hundreds  of 
small  pipettes  of  even  bore  in  order  that 
a  standard  drop  could  be  obtained.  At  the 
time  of  the  Burma  campaign,  packages 
were  tested  for  permeability  to  bacteria 
and  moulds  and  for  indestructibility,  and 
it  was  found  that  the  use  of  a  bituminised 
emulsion  plus  copper  naphthenate  im- 
proved the  chances  of  keeping  the  con- 
tents unharmed.  The  time-honoured 
method  of  washing  with  running  water  and 
bottle  brush,  he  said,  did  not  produce  bac- 
teriologically  clean  bottles,  but  the  addi- 
tion to  the  washing  water  of  a  small 
amount  of  one  of  the  quaternary  ammo- 
nium compounds  resulted  in  a  very  good 
degree  of  freedom  from  bacteria.

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pensed,  898,602  ;  advance  payments  made 
to  chemists,  £256,233,  (£20,730  more  than 
in  the  previous  year).  Cost  per  person  of 
the  population  based  on  advance  payments, 
15s.  7d. 

N.H.S.  in  Lothians  and  Peebles.  —  The 

report  of  the  Lothians  and  Peebles  Execu- 
tive Council  for  the  year  ended  March  31 
records  eighty-two  pharmacies,  three  sup- 
pliers of  appliances  and  two  dispensing 
doctors  on  the  Council's  list.  Payments  to 
chemists  during  the  year  amounted  to 
£154,617.  Final  settlements  have  been 
made  for  the  months  July  194.9  to  Septem- 
ber 1 94.9  (which  were  priced  on  an  avera- 
ging basis)  and  for  April  1950  (which  was 
priced  in  full).  Payments  on  account  have 
been  made  for  the  months  March  1950  to 
January  1951.  Prescription  forms  dispensed 
numbered  606,378 — an  increase  of  61,173 
over  the  previous  year — and  an  average  of 
approximately  2.44  prescriptions  to  each 
person  on  doctors'  lists.

We 
all  know,  or  should  know,  by  now  the  risk 
of  deterioration  in  aqueous  medicaments 
kept  standing  in  odd  places  in  a  patient's 
house.  Nevertheless,  in  the  case  of  a  mix- 
ture quickly  used,  the  ingredients  may  be 
such  that  no  appreciable  loss  of  strength 
occurs.  Here,  again,  the  medical  con- 
servatism mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph may  prove  a  tough  snag  in  the  path 
of  the  radicals.  The  report  of  the  Central 
Health  Services  Council  for  1950,  sum- 
marised on  p.  699,  appears  to  be  discreet 
but  colourless. 

National  Book  League  Exhibition 

An  exhibition  that  no  intelligent  person 
should  miss  has  been  arranged  by  the 
National  Book  League  at  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum.  Its  very  high  quality  is 
largely  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the 
exhibits  have  never,  or  virtually  never, 
been  allowed  out  of  the  custody  of  their 
owners.  All  I  have  space  for  is  a  mention 
of  some  representative  scientific  books,  with 
their  dates.  William  Gilbert's  "  De  Mag- 
nete  "  (1600)  and  William  Harvey's  "  De 
Motu  Cordis  "  (1628)  remind  us  that  in 
the  Elizabethan  and  Jacobean  periods 
British  science  was  marked  by  original 
work.  Robert  Boyle  is  represented  by  "  The 
Sceptical  Chymist  "  (1661),  Robert  Hooke 
by  "  Micrographia  "  (1665),  John  Ray  by 
"  Methodus  Plantarum  Nova"  (1682).  Sir 
Isaac  Newton  has,  as  is  fitting,  three  ex- 
hibits, including  "Opticks"  (1704).  Joseph 
Priestley's  "  Experiments  and  Observations 
on  Different  Kinds  of  Air,"  in  three  vol- 
umes (1774-77),  indicate  the  range  of  his 
research.  The  manuscript  draft  of  Edward 
Jenner's  "  An  Inquiry  into  the  Causes  and 
Effects  of  the  Variolae  Vaccinae  "  (1  798)  isa 
memorandum  that  madehistory.  JohnDalton's 
"  A  New  System  of  Chemical  Philosophy  " 
(1808)  brings  us  nearer  to  our  own  mental 
climate.  Two  volumes  of  Michael  Fara- 
day's "  Experimental  Researches  in  Elec- 
tricity"  ("1839-44)  remind  us  of  his  im- 
portance in  the  chain  of  discovery.  Charles 
Darwin's  "Origin  of  Species"  (1859)  is 
supplemented  by  two  leaves,  much  correc- 
ted of  his  first  manuscript  draft.  I  missed 
Sibthorpe's  "  Flora  Graeca."  Xrayser

LEGAL  REPORT 

Unlawful  Possession   Case  Dismissed. 

— In  a  case  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  at  Portadown,  Northern  Ireland,  petty 
sessions  on  May  28,  a  woman  was  charged 
with  being  unlawfully  in  possession  of 
thirty  ampoules  of  pethidine.  The  Crown 
solicitor,  who  prosecuted,  said  that  the 
woman  was  entitled  to  a  certain  amount  of 
the  drug  under  a  prescription  for  six  am- 
poules issued  by  Dr.  Gillespie,  Tynan,  on 
August  5,  1950.  The  allegation  was  that 
the  figure  was  altered  to  thirty-six  before 
being  taken  to  Stewart  &  Chapman,  Dun- 
gannon,  so  as  to  be  dispensed.  Dr.  Gillespie 
said,  in  evidence,  that  he  had  prescribed 
the  drug  for  the  defendant  on  two  occa- 
sions. The  prescription  of  August  5  was 
for  six  ampoules  but  he  observed  that  the 
prescription  now  read  thirty-six.  In  cross- 
examination,  he  said  it  was  possible  he  had 
prescribed  six  but  on  second  thoughts  had 
altered  it  to  three  without  striking  out  the  • 
original  figure.  He  had  never  come  across 
a  case  of  a  patient  wanting  more  than  six 
ampoules  and  had  never  had  an  addict  of 
that  drug.  Evidence  was  also  given  by 
Isaac  Chapman,  who  dispensed  the  pre- 
scription, and  J.  A.  Patterson  (pharmacy 
inspector)  who  interviewed  the  defendant. 
After  the  solicitor  for  the  defendant  had 
submitted  that  a  mistake  could  have  been 
made  in  the  issue  of  the  prescription,  the 
case  was  dismissed  on  the  merits,  £3  3s.

nts.  The  Medical  Advisory  Committee 
id  recommended  the  Board  to  submit  the 
heme  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
>cal  Government  as  a  basis  for  discus- 
an  on  possible  methods  of  eliminating 
mecessary  costs.  The  Medical  Adviser 
ited  the  following  items  for  supply  free 
:  direct  cost  as  at  present :  (i)  All  pre- 
irations  in  the  National  Formulary, 
ritish  Pharmacopoeia,  and  British  Phar- 
aceutical  Codex,  except  "  foods  "  in  the 
.P. ;  (ii)  all  preparations  of  penicillin  and 
her  antibiotic  drugs ;  (iii)  all  prepara- 
ons  of  sulphonamides ;  and  (iv)  all  pre- 
irations  administered  by  injection, 
atients  desiring  other  drugs  or  medicines 
ould  require  to  pay  either  the  full  cost 
•  a  contribution  of,  say,  2s.  The  patient 
light  also  be  required  to  make  a  contribu- 
on  of,  say,  2s.  6d.  on  each  article  of 
astic  hosiery. 

Mr.  J.  McGregor,  M.P.S.I.,  said  that  he 
id  not  think  the  implications  of  the  pro- 
osed  scheme  were  fully  realised.  It  would 
e  a  pity  to  deprive  people  in  Northern 
reland  of  proprietaries  while  people  in 
hreat  Britain  could  get  them  easily.  The 
lommittee  was  usurping  the  rights  of 
arliament.  The  Secretary  pointed  out 
lat  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  anxious  to 
educe  costs  and  had  frequently  asked  the 
Committee  if  that  could  be  done.  The 
ledical  adviser  had  reported  to  the  Medi- 
al Advisory  Committee  that  the  Ministry's 
}hief  Medical  Officer  had  given  his 
pinion  that  direct  action  could  not  be 
kken  to  discourage  manufacturers'  pro- 
Uganda  to  the  medical  profession,  but 
hat  undesirable  propaganda  was  count- 
red  by  educating  undergraduates  or 
luring  post-graduate  courses. 

Campaign  to  Reduce  Costs 

The  Secretary  reported  that  communi- 
cations had  been  received  from  Belfast  and 
-Londonderry  county  boroughs,  and  from 
Antrim,  Armagh  and  Down  health  com- 
mittees, offering  to  co-operate  in  a  cam- 
>aign  to  reduce  the  cost  of  pharmaceutical 
ervices.    A  letter  to  the  Committee  from

the  Northern  Ireland  Hospitals  Authority 
stated  that  medical  staffs  in  hospitals  had 
been  asked  to  avoid  ordering  for  out- 
patients preparations  that  a  general  prac- 
titioner was  not  entitled  to  order  on  the 
Board's  prescription  forms.  In  addition, 
a  circular  had  been  issued  drawing  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  for  inquiry  into  the 
use  of  proprietaries.  The  Committee  agreed 
to  await  the  effect  of  that  action. 

Thirty  doctors  were  reported  to  have  failed 
to  reply  to  letters  from  the  Board  asking 
for  their  observations  on  excessive  average 
costs  of  prescribing.  One  doctor  who  had 
his  own  dispensing  list  agreed  to  accept  a 
deduction  of  £355  from  his  remuneration 
to  meet  the  cost  of  prescriptions  he  had 
written  for  materials  he  should  have  sup- 
plied himself. 

Patients'  "  Demands  " 

The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee referred  to  complaints  continually 
made  by  doctors  that  patients  with  pre- 
scriptions for  elastic  stockings  were  re- 
turning from  chemists  with  a  demand  that 
the  prescriptions  should  be  amended  to 
read  "  two-way  stretch  "  stockings.  Patients 
also  frequently  returned  demanding 
prescriptions  for  proprietaries.  Mr.  J. 
McGregor  told  the  Committee  that  some 
patients,  when  presenting  a  chemist  with 
a  prescription  for  elastic  stockings,  asked 
for  "  two-way  stretch  "  and  were  informed 
that  such  stockings  could  only  be  supplied 
when  specified.  Those  patients  when  they 
returned  to  the  doctor  probably  said  that 
they  had  been  told  by  the  chemist  that 
they  could  have  "  two-way  stretch  "  if  the 
doctor  so  ordered.  The  same  thing  hap- 
pened in  respect  of  proprietaries.  The 
Secretary  reminded  the  Committee  that 
the  Board's  notice  to  the  public  concern- 
ing prescribing  would  shortly  be  displayed 
by  chemists,  and  suggested  that  that  might 
resolve  the  difficulty. 

The  minutes  disclosed  that  the  Central 
Medical  Committee  had  considered  a  case 
of  alleged  overprescribing  of  Examen  and 
liver  extract.  During  the  period  June  7, 
1950,  to  January  19,  1951,  a  doctor  had 
ordered  for  one  patient  1625  c.c.  of 
Examen  costing  £197  3s.  and  oral  liver 
extract  costing  £25  18s.  n£d.  The  Com- 
mittee considered  that  there  had  been 
excess  in  prescribing  to  the  extent  of 
1550  c.c.  of  Examen  and  of  the  entire 
quantity  of  liver  extract.  The  Pharmacist 
gave  two  methods  by  which  the  cost  of

the  excess  Examen  could  be  calculated. 
After  consideration,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee directed  that  £185  is.  i^d.  should 
be  recovered  from  the  doctor  in  respect 
of  the  Examen  and  £25  18s.  ii^d.  in 
respect  of  the  oral  liver  extract.  That 
course  was  approved  by  the  Board. 

The  secretary  reported  that  over  sixty 
unsigned  prescriptions  in  one  month  had 


been  submitted  for  payment  by  a  chem 
by  whom  they  appeared  to  have  be 
written.  When  asked  for  his  observatic 
the  chemist  stated  that  the  prescripti 
forms  in  question  had  been  given  to  h 
as  blanks  by  a  doctor  for  the  convenier 
of  patients  who  required  "  repeats."  1 
Committee  decided  to  refer  the  case 
the  Services  Committee. 


NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


Meetings  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Executive  Committee  and  of  the 
directors  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Asso- 
ciation, Ltd.,  were  held  in  London  on 
May  23,  Mr.  P.  Varley  in  the  chair. 

Presenting  his  report  upon  matters  which 
had  arisen  since  the  previous  meeting  of 
che  Executive,  the  Secretary  (Mr.  H. 
Noble)  referred  t%  negotiations  that  had 
taken  place  between  the  N.P.U.  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  concerning  the 
Society's  Draft  Supplemental  Charter. 
Matters  underlying  the  exchange  of  cor- 
respondence had  been  referred  to  by  the 
vice-president  of  the  Society  at  its  special 
general  meeting  on  May  17. 

In  response  to  a  number  of  requests 
from  members  for  guidance  on  professional 
discount  to  be  allowed  to  doctors,  den- 
tists, nurses,  etc.,  it  was  resolved  to  re- 
commend members  to  allow  a  discount  at 
the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  off  the  retail  price 
of  goods  exempt  from  purchase  tax  and 
7^  per  cent,  off  taxed  goods. 

Reports  of  meetings  of  the  Accounts, 
Business  Services,  Publications  and  Price 
List,  and  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemists  Con- 
tractors) Committees  held  on  the  previous 
day  were  received. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Sir  Hart- 
ley Shawcross  had  agreed  to  receive  a 
deputation  from  the  Fair  Prices  Defence 
Committee  on  May  29.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  N.P.U.,  jointly  with  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  should  issue  to 
all  chemists  a  propaganda  booklet  "  Resale 
Price  Maintenance — The  Facts." 

A  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Chemists' 
Federation  Council  held  on  May  3  was 
submitted  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram.  The 
local  organisation  officer  submitted  a  re- 
port upon  work  undertaken  by  the  out- 
side representative  of  the  N.P.U.  and  upon 
meetings  of  local  N.P.U.  branches  held 
since  the  previous  Executive  Committee 
meeting.  A  resolution  was  received  from 
the  Torquay  branch  of  the  N.P.U.  pro- 
testing against  the  increased  and  exces- 


sive sampling  of  doctors  by  certain  mar 
facturers  of  "  ethical  "  proprietaries.  ' 
branch  was  advised  to  take  the  matter 
with  the  manufacturers  concerned. 

A  report  was  received  of  a  meeting 
the  full  council  of  the  retail  pharms 
Joint  Industrial  Council  held  on  May 
when  agreement  had  been  reached  on  : 
(a)  Hours  of  work,  (b)  minimum  rates

stance.  Why  should  the  minimum  ingre- 
ent  cost  for  bulk  prescriptions  remain  at 
50  if  the  figure  for  groups  of  prescrip- 
ts, including  bulk  prescriptions,  is  to  be 
30?  Such  discrepancies  should  be  re-ex- 
mined  in  the  future  reviews  of  the  situa- 
on  which  the  Minister  has  promised.  Ad- 
istments  will  perhaps  be  easier  now  that 
le  machinery  for  effecting  them  has  been 
:t  in  motion. 

There  is  one  exasperating  feature  of  the 
nnouncement  giving  effect  to  the  chan- 
;s.  The  revised  limits  opera'te  as  from 
lay  1.  The  Ministry's  letter  (E.C.L.  49/ 
l)  to  Executive  Councils  and  to  the  Joint 
ricing  Committee,  is  dated  May  29 — too 
ite  to  enable  chemists  to  take,  the  re- 
uired  steps  to  act  upon  it  for  the  month 
I  May.  Why  that  delay  of  twenty-eight 


days?  Contractors  have  surely  the  right 
to  demand  an  explanation,  and  to  insist 
in  future  on  being  given  notice  adequate 
to  enable  any  changes  of  method  to  be 
given  effect  at  the  proper  time. 

Medicines  in  the  Hospital  Ward 

There  is  general  awareness,  certainly 
among  hospital  pharmaceutical  staffs,  that 
all  is  often  not  well  in  the  way  medicines 
are  handled  between  the  time  they  pass 
out  of  the  pharmacy  department  and  the 
time  they  reach  the  patient  in  his  bed  in 
the  ward.  Seldom,  however,  are  such 
valuable  and  practical  suggestions  for  im- 
provement in  their  handling  put  forward 
as  are  given  in  the  June  2  issue  of  the 
"Lancet"  by  Mr.  W.  Trillwood,  Ph.C, 
chief  pharmacist  at  the  United  Oxford 
Hospitals. 

Mr.  Trillwood  lists  as  "  unavoidable  " 
the  risks  arising  from  strain  on  nursing 
staffs  caused  by  shortage  of  nurses  or  heavy 
waiting  lists  of  in-patients,  and  few  will 
disagree  with  him  there.  Yet  it  is  rather 
curious  that  he  appears  to  put  in  the 
same  class  risks  that  could  be  overcome  by 
improving  the  curriculum  of  training  for 
nurses  in  materia  medica.  The  present 
course,  as  he  points  out,  instructs  the 
trainee  in  the  making  of  blisters  and  lin- 
seed poultices,  and  in  cupping  and  the 
use  of  leeches,  but  leaves  her  to  acquire 
what  knowledge  she  may,  outside  her  for- 
mal training,  of  the  sulphonamides  and  the 
antibiotics. 

That  comment,  however,  is  by  the  way. 
When  he  comes  to  his  "  avoidable  "  risks, 
Mr.  Trillwood  goes  to  the  root  of  the 
matter.  A  "  fairly  widespread  tendency " 
for  nurses  to  prescribe  routine  drugs  (in 
contravention  of  a  standing  order  for  ward 
sisters  drawn  up  by  the  Royal  College  of 
Nurses)  should  be  suppressed.  Nurses 
should  be  drilled  in  reading  labels  until 
checking  becomes  a  matter  of  routine,  and 
should  be  made  fully  aware  of  the  dan- 
gers of  transferring  drugs  to  unsuitable 
containers.  To  prevent  the  administration 
of  a  drug  to  the  wrong  patient  the  name 
of  the  patient  should  appear  at  the  bed- 
side (he  suggests  a  disc  on  the  patient, 
but  perhaps  a  card  in  a  slot  on  the  bed 
might  be  preferable).     The  name  on  the 
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label  of  the  medicine  should  on  every 
occas;on  be  checked  with  the  name  at  the 
bedside.  The  use  of  "  medicine  charts  " 
should  be  abandoned.  Instead,  there 
must  be  direct  reference  to  the  prescrip- 
tion every  time. 

Possibly  the  most  valuable  safeguard  re- 
commended in  the  "  Lancet  "  article  is  the 
issue  of  all  l^ispital  prescriptions  in  dupli- 
cate, one  copy  to  go  to  the  pharmacist 
for  compounding,  the  other  to  the  ward 
for  use  by  the  nurse  (or,  indeed,  by  the 
prescriber).  The  author  describes  in  detail 
a  system  of  checks  and  records  based  upon 
the  duplicated  prescription,  and  his  sys- 
tem will  no  doubt  be  widely  studied  by 
hospital  pharmacists  and  administrators. 
The  recommendations  he  makes,  valuable 
in  themselves,  should  prompt  other  phar- 
macists who  may  have  given  thought  to 
the  provision  of  "  automatic  "  safeguards 
against  error  to  make  known  their  own 
methods,  so  that  standards  of  safety  may 
be  everywhere  improved. 

Building  Licence  Points 

Decisions  given  recently  under  Regula- 
tions that  require  building  licences  to  be 
issued  before  any  work  is  executed  upon 
property  illustrate  the  general  rule  of  law 
that  where  a  statute  or  order  prohibits 
the  doing  of  an  act,  any  contract  in  rela- 
tion thereto  is  illegal  and  unenforceable. 
Thus  a  builder  who  executes  work  without 
a  licence,  or  in  excess  of  the  amount  fixed 
by  the  licence,  is  unable  to  recover  the 
cost,  notwithstanding  that  he  may  have 
done  the  work  in  accordance  with  a  con- 
tract made  with  the  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty. 

In  one  of  the  judgments  referred  to  it 
was  stated  that  it  is  the  builder's  duty 
to  ask  to  see  the  licence,  and  to  satisfy 
himself  that  the  work  is  in  fact  covered 
by  it.  Provided,  however,  that  a  licence 
for  the  execution  of  the  particular  work 
has  been  obtained,  then  it  is  immaterial 
that  the  licence  does  not  happen  to  be 
in  the  name  of  the  person  who  has  given 
the  order  for  the  work.  The  cases  have 
also  determined  that  where  a  licence  does 
not  cover  both  the  fixing  of  an  article 
and  its  supply,  the  cost  of  the  article  and 


the  cost  of  the  work  necessary  to  fix 
must  both  be  taken  into  account  in  det< 
mining  whether  the  amount  of  the  licer 
has  been  exceeded  (though  it  is  not  qu 
clear  whether  the  cost  of  the  article  mi 
be  taken  into  account  where  the  owr 
ordering  the  work  is  already  in  possessi 
of  it).  It  has  further  been  determined  tl 
where  a  licence  is  necessary  and  has  be 
obtained  for  the  work  costing  more  th 
the  free  allowance,  then  the  amount 
work  that  should  be  covered  by  the  fi 
allowance  must  itself  be  licensed.  Thus 
work  takes  two  months  to  do,  so  that  1 
free  licence  for  the  period  would  be  £ 
plus  £2  a  month,  i.e.,  £14,  but  the  c 
of  the  whole  work  is  £50  and  a  licei 
therefore  has  been  obtained,  only  £ 
worth  of  work  may  be  executed  (and  1 
owner  is  not  entitled  to  execute  a  furtl 
£14  worth  of  work). 

International  Drug  Names 

Delay  in  publication  of  the  first  part

using  fine  emery  paste,  the  underside  of 
the  stopper-flange  is  ground  into  the  top 
of  the  rim.  For  work  on  a  microscope 
slide  the  amount  of  reagent  required  is 
often  less  than  a  drop  of  average  size.  In 
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such  cases,  modification  (b),  in  which  the 
stopper  carries  a  fine  glass  rod,  is  very 
useful.  An  extensive  set  of  these  reagent 
bottles  may  be  supported  in  holes  drilled 
in  a  block  of  wood. 

For  the  rapid  delivery  of  small  fixed 
volumes  of  liquid  of  the  order  of  a  cubic 
millimetre  or  so  a 
b  a  c  t  e  r  i  ologist's 
platinum  loop  is 
frequently  used. 
However,  the  loop 
may  easily  become 
distorted  and,  in 
any  case,  the  vol- 
ume taken  up  de- 
pends upon  the 
angle  of  with- 
drawal from  the 
bulk  of  the  liquid4.

On  presenting  the 
charged  dispenser 
(Fig.  5  A,  p.  745) 
to  a  clean  surface  such  as  that  of  a  micro- 
scope  slide,    highly-reproducible  delivery 
occurs  (Fig.  5  B)). 

A  direct-reading  microbalance  designed 
for  milligram-scale  preparative  work6  (see 
Fig.  6a  and  6b)  was  exhibited  in  a  separ- 
ate central  showcase  and  aroused  consider- 
able comment.  The  beam  and  its  ad- 
juncts are  constructed  of  fine  glass  rod 
and,  owing  to  the  incorporation  of  efficient 
magnetic  damping,  the  instrument  is  vir- 
tually dead-beat.

Wash  Bottle 

The  accurate  delivery  of 
measured  volumes  of 
liquid  at  or  near  their 
boiling  points  is  not  an 
easy  problem,  as  was  found 
during  some  research  in 
connection  with  the  purifi- 
cation of  micro-gravimetric 
precipitates  by  washing 
with  boiling  distilled  water. 
A  special  washbottle8  de- 
signed to  overcome  the 
difficulty  was  exhibited  and 
is  shown  in  Fig.  8.

Experience  has  shown  us  that  the  adop- 
n  of  small-scale  techniques  in  teaching

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FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

An  Address  to  the  Throne 

{From  the  C.  &  D.,  February  9,  1901). 
The  President  rose  and  said  it  was  his 
sad  duty  to  refer  to  the  death  of  her  Most 
Gracious   Majesty,   their  beloved  Queen. 

.  .  [He]  then  moved  the  following 
resolution  :  — 

This  Council  desires  to  express  on  be- 
half of  those  practising  pharmacy  in  Great 
Britain  the  feeling  of  profound  grief,  and 
the  sense  of  personal  bereavement,  which 
have  been  experienced  throughout  the 
pharmaceutical  calling  on  the  demise  of  Her 
Most  Gracious  Majesty,  Queen  Victoria. 
The  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain  recall 
with  grateful  pride  that  the  late  William 
Allen,  F.R.S.,  the  first  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain, 
was  honoured  by  many  evidences  of  the 
personal  esteem  of  her  late  Majesty,  and 
one  of  the  earliest  official  acts  of  sovereignty 
after  her  Majesty's  accession  was  the  grant- 
ing of  a  Charter  of  Incorporation  to  the 
said  Society.  .  .  . 
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NEW  SCHEME  FOR  PAYMENT  ON  ACCOUNT 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  amended  the 
price  limits  that  operate  under  the 
arrangements  that  enable  chemist-contrac- 
tors to  receive  payment  on  acccunt  for  ex- 
pensive prescriptions.  In  a  letter  to  Ex- 
ecutive Councils  dated  May  29  he  an- 
nounced that,  as  from  May  1,  the  follow- 
ing categories  of  prescription  may  be  for- 
warded for  special  pricing:  — 

(a)  Bulk  prescriptions:  One  or  more  of 
not  less  than  £50  total  net  ingredient 

COyt. 

(b)  Ordinary  prescriptions:  Individual 
forms  containing  a  prescription  or 
prescriptions  of  an  aggregate  value  of 
not  less  than  £15  net  ingredient  cost. 

(c)  Groups  of  prescriptions,  bulk  or  other- 
wise (not  necessarily  for  the  same 
drug)  :  No  prescription  to  be  less  than 
£2  1  os.  net  ingredient  cost  and  the 
total  net  ingredient  cost  of  the  group 
to  be  not  less  than  £30. 

The  Minister  has  agreed  that  the  pric- 
ing office  shall  base  the  net  ingredient  costs 
notified  to  the  Executive  Council  for  pres- 
criptions  submitted    from    May  onwards 


under  those  arrangements  upon  the  prici 
indicated  in  the  chemist's  invoice  or  er| 
dorsement.  Chemists  should  therefore  erl 
dorse  each  prescription  with  the  net  col 
of  ingredients  and  attach  the  invoice  wherf 
possible.  A  reminder  is  given  that  thl 
prescriptions  should  be  sent  in  advance  cl 
the  normal  monthly  bundle  so  as  to  reacl 
the  pricing  office  not  later  than  the  fir<| 
of  the  month  following  that  in  which  thel 
were  dispensed,  accompanied  by  a  letttl 
requesting  special  pricing.  The  arrange! 
ments  for  special  pricing  are  to  remaij 
under  review.  I 
The  monthly  payment  on  account  mad! 
to  a  chemist  (other  than  a  firm  under  cor] 
tract  for  the  supply  of  appliances  only)  i 
respect  of  each  prescription  for  May  (anl 
until  further  notice)  is  to  be  ba:ed  on  trJ 
chemist's  average  total  cost  per  present 
tion  (including  container  allowance)  fc 
May  1950,  plus  5  per  cent,  to  allow  fc 
the  rise  in  the  wholesale  price  of  certai 
drugs  and  appliances  since  that  time.  Th 
arrangement  will  be  reviewed  when  th 
month  on  which  payment  on  account  ] 
based  is  next  changed. 


JOINT  PRICING  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


The  report  of  the  Joint  Pricing  Committee 
for  England  for  the  year  ended  March 
31  states  that  the  number  of  National 
Health  Service  prescriptions  dispensed  dur- 
ing the  year  1950  cannot  be  accurately 
assessed  owing  to  the  backward  state  of 
the  work.  The  number  for  the  year  stated 
by  chemists  to  have  been  submitted  was 
200,906,984,  which  would  bring  the  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  dispensed  by  chemists 
since  July  5,  1948,  to  467,750,935.  Of  that 
number,  payment  had  been  certified  in  res- 
pect of  327  millions,  leaving  arrears  of 
140  million  prescriptions  to  be  priced.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  pricing  of  145  million 
prescriptions  was  completed.  "  Apart  from 
three  bureaux  where  staffing  difficulties  or 
accommodation  prevented  it,  steady  pro- 
gress has  been  made."  For  the  country  as 
a  whole,  the  pricing  of  one  month's  pre- 
scriptions now  took  five  weeks.  Seven  of 
the  thirteen  bureaux  dealt  with  one  normal 
month's  work  in  a  month. 

Under  the  present  system  of  pricing  (bv 
which  all  prescriptions  of  a  net  value  of 
5s.  or  more,  and  those  requiring  special 
treatment,  are  priced  in  full,  while  the 
remainder   are   priced   according   to  the 


average  value  found  by  pricing  20  pel 
cent,  of  them)  it  was  estimated  that  36  pel 
cent,  of  all  prescriptions  were  priced  il 
full.  A  continuous  check,  by  which  1  pel 
cent,  of  all  chemists'  accounts  were  price! 
in  full  and  the  result  compared  with  thai 
obtained  by  the  modified  method,  showeJ 
that  the  modified  method  was  accurate  tl 
within  a  "  very  small  margin."  The  longel 
the  method  was  in  operation  the  smallel 
the  discrepancy,  owing  to  compensatinl 
divergences  from  the  true  value.  Thl 
divergence  was  less  than  1  per  cent,  ii 
80  per  cent,  of  the  accounts  examined.  Ii 
no  account  was  the  difference  as  high  a 
3  per  cent. 

The  staff  that  was  employed  had  risei 
fiom  799  at  January  1,  1950,  to  941.  Fifty 
four  per  cent,  had  less  than  two  years 
service  (the  experience  needed  for  any  con 
siderable  output).  Only  27.5  per  cent,  hac 
more  than  three  years'  experience,  and  ? 
number  of  those  had  to  be  employee 
solely  in  teaching  recruits.  Experiment; 
had  been  conducted  with  the  object  of  re- 
ducing the  period  of  training,  but  it  was 
found  that  the  incidence  of  errors  became 
too  high  to  permit  of  any  lessening  ol 
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e  period.  The  concession  in  the  pricing 
expensive  prescriptions  operative  from 
ctober  i,  1950,  had  brought  a  larger 
imber  of  claims  each  month  until  they 
;re  now  "  a  problem  "  for  the  bureaux, 
tie  total  administrative  cost  of  the  several 
ireaux  amounted  to  approximately 
260,000    (equivalent    to  approximately 


0.  9  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  prescrip- 
tions dealt  with,  or  less  than  one  half- 
penny per  prescription). 

So  far  as  could  be  judged,  the  average 
ingredient  cost  per  prescription  had  risen 
to  approximately  24. od.,  inclusive  of  on-

VITAMIN  FOOD  PRESCRIBED  AS  DRUG 


he  Minister  of  Health  has  upheld  the 
>peal  of  a  medical  practitioner  against  a 
ling  of  the  Local  Medical  Committee,  to 
hich  the  matter  was  referred  by  the  Ex- 
utive  Council  with  which  he  was  under 
Hitract,  that  a  vitamin  preparation  he 
d  prescribed  for  a  patient  was  not  a 
ug  to  be  prescribed  under  the  pharma- 
utical  services  of  the  National  Health 
ervice.  The  effect  of  the  Minister's  deci- 
on,  which  was  based  on  the  report  of  a 
jard  of  referees  set  up  to  examine  the 
uestion,  is  to  establish  that  a  preparation 
assed  as  a  food  may  yet  be  legitimately 
rescribed  as  a  drug  if  the  circumstances 
warrant  it. 

The  circumstances  of  the  case  were  that 
doctor  in  Middlesex  gave  a  patient  three 
rescriptions  for  Marmite  during  1949.  In 
ebruary  1950  the  Middlesex  Executive 
iouncil  informed  him  that  they  con- 
idered  that  Marmite  was  not  a  drug  form- 
rig  part  of  pharmaceutical  services  pro- 
ded  under  the  Act.  On  the  doctor's  re- 
|uest  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  local 
Medical  Committee,  which,  however, 
greed  with  the  Executive  Council.  The 
loctor  then  notified  the  Ministry  of  Health 
hat  he  was  dissatisfied  with  the  finding  of 
he  Committee  and  the  question  was  re- 
erred  to  an  independent  board.  At  the 
learing  it  was  stated  that  the  patient  was 
in  old  age  pensioner  suffering  from  peri- 
pheral neuritis,   nutritional  in  its  origin. 

Diagnosis  Confirmed  by  Specialist 

The  doctor  prescribed  aneurin  hydrochlo- 
ride. In  March  iqa.q  a  specialist  confirmed 
the  diagnosis  and  for  specific  treatment  re- 
commended vitamin  B  in  the  form  of 
Bemax  and  Marmite.  The  doctor  accord- 
ingly prescribed  Marmite  at  the  rate  of 
rather  less  than  £  oz.  a  day  until  July. 
The  specialist  then  recommended  that  the 
treatment  should  be  continued,  and  it  was 
continued  until  the  following  February, 
when  the  Executive  Council  informed  the 
doctor  that  they  did  not  consider  Marmite 
to  be  a  drug.  He  accordingly  substituted 


proprietary  vitamin  capsules  for  the  Mar- 
mite, though  he  considered  that  the  im- 
provement in  the  patient's  condition  was 
thereby  somewhat  retarded.  The  Local 
Medical  Committee  maintained  that  Mar- 
mite was  a  food,  ordinarily  used  as  a  food, 
and  classified  as  a  "  compound  food  of 
specified  vitamin  content  "  in  the  first  re- 
port of  the  definition  of  drugs  subcom- 
mittee of  the  Standing  Medical  Pharma- 
ceutical and  General  Practitioners  Advi- 
sory Committee.  The  committee  considered 
that  if  the  doctor  wished  to  administer 
vitamin  B  he  should  have  prescribed  cap- 
sular vitaminorum  or  aneurin  hydrochlo- 
ride. It  was  unnecessary  to  prescribe  Mar- 
mite as  well.  The  specialist  was  wrong  in 
recommending  it  and  the  doctor  wrong  in 
following  the  advice  of  the  consultant.  The 
reply  to  that  on  behalf  of  the  doctor  was 
that  the  alternative  drugs  recommended 
contained  less  vitamin  B  than  Marmite. 
The  patient  required  not  only  vitamin  B 
but  also  proteins. 

The  board  of  referees  in  its  report  said 
that  it  was  satisfied  that  the  doctor  had 
prescribed  Marmite  medicinally,  being 
honestly  of  opinion  that  in  all  the  circum- 
stances that  was  the  best  vehicle  for  con- 
veying vitamin  B  to  the  patient.  The  food 
value  of  the  Marmite  in  the  quantities 
prescribed  was,  in  fact,  insignificant.  For 
those  reasons  they  held  that  the  Marmite 
prescribed  in  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
was  a  drug  forming  part  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical services  provided  under  the  Act.

London,  June  6 

Theee  is  no  falling  off  in  the  demand  for 
Pharmaceuticals  and  Fine  Chemicals 
and  the  market  generally  remains  firm. 
Prices  are  still  rising.  An  advance  of 
2s.  has  occurred  in  the  rates  of  Ephe- 
drine hydrochloride,  while  Ephedrine 
alkaloid  and  sulphate  have  risen  by  Is. 
per  oz.  Makers  of  Lactic  acid  have  an- 
nounced an  increase  of  3^d.  per  lb. ;  rates 
for  Lactates  are  unchanged.  Higher  costs 
of  raw  materials  have  also  been  respon- 
sible for  a  rise  in  prices  from  June  1  of 
Magnesium  carbonate  (heavy),  Mag- 
nesium oxide  (heavy)  and  Magnesium 
trisilicate.  The  light  grades  of  mag- 
nesium carbonate  and  oxide  advanced  in 
price  on  May  15.  The  new  rates  for  Borax 
and  Boric  acid  which  take  effect  on  July 
2  are  given  below ;  during  June  buyers 
will  be  supplied  with  normal  monthly 
quantities  at  current  rates. 

The  market  for  Crude  Drugs  has  been 
steady  and  quiet  during  the  past  week 
though  firmness  has  been  shown  in  drugs 
in  short  supply.  Ipecacuanha  remains 
scarce  on  the  spot  and  for  Colombian  root 
65s.  per  lb.  is  now  asked.  Nicaraguan 
shippers  of  ipecacuanha  have  experienced 
difficulty  in  executing  contracts  and  there 
have  been  several  defaults.  Many  dealers 
are  anticipating  a  substantial  Ergot  crop 
in  Spain  and  Portugal  and  speculative 
prices  have  been  quoted  at  as  low  as 
80s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  Forward  prices  for 
Cape  Aloes  have  sharply  declined.  Su- 
matra Benzoin  is  quiet  and  prices  have 
been  shaded.  Camphor  is  short  on  the 
spot  and  prices  are  well  maintained.  Con- 
sumer buying  of  Menthol  is  negligible 
and  the  market  is  weak. 

In  the  Essential  Oils  market  prices 
of  Ceylon  Citronella  and  Indian  Lemon- 
grass  have  declined  on  the  spot  as  a 
result  of  lower  quotations  from  the  origins. 
Slightly  lower  prices  are  quoted  for  spot 
Chinese  Anise. 

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  June  1 

Prices  of  Oxalic  acid  are  well  main- 
tained in  spite  of  only  a  moderate  amount 
of  interest  in  that  market.
